ENGLAND'S WHEAT SUPPLY. 

There has been discuaaion recently among 
those who notice the signs of the times as 
to whether India is dust in ed to supercede 
America as the granary uf Europo. In 
1871-72 American wheat exported amount- 
ed to only 38,985,755 bushels — a quantity 
that would now be considered small for 
the state of California alone. In 1873-74 
with an increased acreage and a good har- 
vest 91,510,398 bu.shels were e.\ported. 
Three years later the exports fell to 57,- 
043,930 bushels; but wlien in 1880 81 
the amount rose to 18G,. ■121,514 bushel.s 
Europe became alarmed and began to won- 
der whether American was going to mono- 
uolizo the wheat trade. India, on the 
otiier hand, has made rapid stride.s in the 
same direction though on ii smaller scale. 
The exports which in 1872 T.i amounted 
(jnly 735,485 bushels in 1808-79 increased 
to 11,890,580 busliels. The Indian famine 
in 1878-70 reduced the quantity exported 
to 1,()72,544, but in 1881 82 it had ad- 
vanced to 37,078,570 bushels; this was 
the largest export season India lia.s known. 
Three good harvesta and the advantage for 
transportation oU'erred by the Suez canal 
and increased railroad and canal facilities 
have already ranked India iie.vttu Russia 
as a wheat producer and il is cuuseijuently 
argued that with the gradual extension of 
railroads and irrigation India inu.st in time 
rival America, of whuiii even now, it is 
believed, England is almost independent. 
The fact is, however, that Indian, Cana- 
dian and Australian wlieat growers have 
never yet, even under th(^ most favorable 
circumstances, been able to supply 
the European market, and recent ropoits 
from India, which we noticed the other 
day, state that tiie cost of raising wheat in 
India is greater than in California, which 
is another point in favor of the American 
market. It is nut likely that the wheat 
sceptre will soon depart from the west; 
but still there is cause for diaquietudo.

Rudge are all discreditable in a newspaper 
which is supposed to circulate among 
families and to pass into the hands of the 
youth "f this place. If the men were 
really gambling the article in tho Standard 
will nyt assist them to escape from tho 
clutches of tho law; and if tho police 
knew (as tho Standard says) that gamb- 
ling was going on and made no oUbrt to 
stop it until iNIr.

It is evident that the French govern- 
ment is involving itself in great tiuancial 
difUculties. In tho first place the inter- 
est-bearing debt of France is larger than 
that of any other country in the world. 
The cost of maintaining the government 
and paying tho interest on this enormous 
debt is I. early 25 per cent greater than 
the current expent-es of the United King- 
dom, and more than double that of the 
United States. Either of these countries 
has greater resources than France, and, 
moreover, it is a recognized fact that the 
latter'a trade is declining; her exports are 
yearly growing less and less, and have for 
years been far behind the imports. The 
country is now carrying on two foreign 
wars which are increasing the national 
debt and putting a severe strain on busi- 
aiid property by imposing tho heaviest 
taxes that ever a people had to bear. As 
if this all were not bad enough, the as- 
sembly has recently passed an Act aug- 
menting the peace footing of the army 
from 180,000 to 700,000 men, making an 
additional yearly charge againgt the tax- 
payers of 630, 000,000 '^to 5:40,000,000, one 
half the cost of the whole (iernian army. 
Under the new act tho peace fooling of the 
French republic will cost the ouorinoua 
sum of from §150,000,000 to gl60,000,- 
000. Any country must sink under such 
a burden. Worse than all, this move of 
the French government must mean no 
tiling but war. For no other reason 
would such an enormous increase be made 
to the standing army, and the outcome of 
another war with such a power as (ior- 
many would undoubtedly be the financial 
ruin of France, whatever the result of the 
war might be.

.\ceordingly, it is licjped that Kuglisluneii, 
mindful of what ue owe In ihe gosjiel cif the 
grace of (.lod, we shall never ajiply sueli 
systems to the care of vicious iinlulgeM<-i s 
or to the ri'form and elevation of man. 
At the same time, as tliis is a free eoiuitry, 
any one whose convictions carry him in 
such direction, has it in his power to get 
himself constituted an Imam or a Ulema, 
with possibly vorj' few followers or adher- 
ents.

The following note has been haiitled to

The statute law has for many ages been 
very emphatic in its coodeRitifttion of 
gaming, and of all names of chance, which 
possesses no interest e.Kccpt for the wiu- 
i.iiig and lo ing of money. All gaming, 
even where skill has a large aliaro in the 
upshot, tends to idleness, dissipation, unci 
excitement; it allures iiiuii from ordinary 
industry, and sots their hopes upon large 
gains to be made without any bruw sweat; 
it tempts to, and gives occasion for, dis- 
honest advantages, and at all ovetita 
tempts men to go beyoiul a rcusoiiable 
expenditure. Un those grounds it is alto- 
gether discountenanced by our laws. 
.-\nd there is probably no vice whatever 
which so dee|)ly demoralizes the temper 
of man, or is so daiigeroua to aociety. 
Poker and Derby sweeps have perhaps 
ruined mure merchants' clerks than ovmi 
all the drinking shops of England or Am- 
erica.
